STAND F0& FUNDAMENTAL AMESIOANISM 

There is an Id adage to the eifoct that while doga have fleaa, the 
Heas hffvo otlicr fleas to 'em. 

This is illustiuleil aiio iu the recent history of Russia. Social- 
ists under Kerensky took control of the Kiissiun Kovcrnineiit. Hiil 
there were otliei- iiiul more extreme soeialislH who were not satislied 
with tile goveriniieiit set up liy riulieiilH, who, once in power, were 
compelled by circumstances to exercise some degree of niodernlion. 

It wiis tile llieory of QerensUy (lint the way to satisfy the radicui 
reds was to give tliein plenty of roi)e. lie permitted street demon- 
Btrations against his government, on the theory that "a democracy 
can afford revoluUons." Ifnssia not .niother one; whether the peo- 
ple oould afford it or not is another ipiestion. 

And now the bolsheviki, who were supposed to rejjreseiit alioiil 
the last word in wild eyed radiealisiii, liave heeii iiss,iiletl liy revolu- 
tionaries still more radical. If these new revolutionaries, the aiuii- 
ohiats, ahould manage to et into power, they in turn would breed 
Another school of revolution which would invent some. theory even 
more contrary to common sense. 

The way to deal with unreasoning radicalism, based not upon any 
real desire to serve the puhlie wcH'iire, liut re|)resenlinpr only aca- 
demic sophistry or class greed, is nut tu compromise with it, but to 
fight it. As against the 'demagoguea and the doctriimires, the sane, 
earnest, Ihiidving jxople of Die world need a l)ai)lisin of eourajre. 

There is an old story about u parly ui Russians, in a sled, being 
pursued by olvcs. One of the passengers fell out of the wagon, and 
the wolves halted loiii^ eiimigh to make a meal ol' him. This siif^- 
gested an idea tu the occupants of the sled, su when the wolves once 
more gained upon them, they seized the weakest man in the crowd, 
and threw him overboard. They kepi this up until only one man 
remained, and he, along with the horses, served as dessert at the ban. 
quet 

This typifies llie lienlmenl of eeoMomie error by many politieal 
leaders, themselves right iu their views upon fundamentals, but will- 
ing at all times to sacrifiee smaller things for larger. Finally, like 
the Kerencsky government, and (lie lioisliev iki government, they find 
that the spirit to which Hiey truckle gruws on what it feeds on. It 
is time to begin meeting, and cease dodging, a few fundamental 
questions; the question, for instance, of whether this republic is a 
"pure" democracy, like Russia under the bolsheviki, or a republic, us 
Washington and Limioln supposed it to bo. We are learning from 
the Russian experience thot n leadership whieli leads, rather lli.iii 
merely panders, is necessary to the safety of tlic state and of the 
people.

man, the Illinois farmer who holds 
the office of Assistant Secretary of 
the failed States Department of Agrl- 
culture, is In Charlotte as the princi- 
pal speaker of the day before the As- 
sociation of Southern Commercbit 
Secretaries in annual session here. In 
addition to his speech to the commer- 
cial club secretaries, he addressed a 
ineetinK of Kastern .North Carolina 
farmers who availed themselves of 
his presence to hold a big incctinK hi 
Charlotte. In the course of his ad- 
dress, Mr. Vrooman said: 

".\tiy American farmer wlin does 
not pat his whole heart and back In- 
to the part cut out for him in iliis 
war Is a slacker. If you arc not will- 
ing to do difllcult things and even to 
attempt what now seema Impossible, 
then stop farmini; and rent or sell 
your farm to a more patient, a more 
intelllKent and a more patriotic citi- 
zen and go over into the treticlies and 
see if you like the game there any 
better. 

"IL know the farmer's task is not 
an easy one. Moreover, I know that 

up to this time he has made the sacri- 
fices reiniired of him wIlllnRly and 
heroically. The auricullural army was 
the first Amerlcaa army mobilized— 
It was under arms and moving Into 
battle the day after war was declared. 
And that army won the first American 
victory in the stupendous food crops 
that were harvested last fall. 

"But, In conimoii wiih evervliody 
euse, the farmer finds his war-tlinc 
task growing constantly harder. The 
severest strain Is llkel to come just 
fore the final triumph, and farmers 
ninst brace themselves for that Strain. 

"I know- sometbinK of how dltflcult 
the ta!<k is I know, becaMse I have 
tried It, that it isn't easy for the farm- 
er to take untrained boys from dty 
high schools and teach them how to 
do farm work. Of course. It is a hard 
and unpleasant Job. but It Is your Job 
nnd mine. Assuredly we are RoinR tr 
have iroiilil* alioiil labor. We are uo- 
liiE to have trouble aboni sei'd; wc 
are going to have trouble about fertll 
Izers; we are going to have trouble 
' about farm Implements; we are goinu 
to have trouble about capital. Of 
course, we are goinR to have tronble. 
Trouble and war are synonymous- 
and this Is war Moreover, it is llie 
biggest W'ar anvliody ever saw If 
you have an Idea that the war can be 
fought and won without everylKuly 
doing hia due ahare of the fighting, it 
Is stilt reserved for you to taate th^ 
brimstone of the hell of war, and you 
will finally have to breathe It deeper 

because you worent'B Willing to 
breathe It early. 

"This is a lime when everybody 
must stand ready to make allowances 
to auSer Inconveniences, to put up 
with things that would be intolerable 
In time of peace. But to not overlook 

the fact that tlie Kovernment is doing 
everything It can to help the farmer 
i through his difflcnilies The Deparl- 
I ment of Agriculture and the Depart 
j ment of Labor are cooperating with 
I him In aoMag the tabor problem. The 
I United States Department of Agrlenl- 
I tore, the agricultural colleges, and 
the stale departments of agriculture 
are helping Mm with his fertilizer 
problem, his seej problem, his Imple- 
ment problem And the Federad Farm 
Loan Board \» helping out of his fi-

Washington — Cheese making is 
transforming many Isolated moun 
talnous districts of the southeastern 
States Into prosperous farming com' 
munltiea. Kor many years the re- 
moteness of lliesi' dislriels and the 
lack of ready cominiinicalioii with |li« 
outside world lias retarded ai;ricnl- 
tural development. An Interesting 
story of the rapid development of 
small cooperative cheese factories 
which, with the improvement of cows, 
appears to point the way to financial 
and industrial independence, is told 
in Yearbook Separate 737 of the t'nit- 
ed States Department of Agriculture. 

The first cooperative factory In this 
section was put into operation In the 
spring of 1915 in a mountainous sec- 
tion of .Vorth Carolina. f)ii .luiie ,1111 
a small building only 14 feet by 1(1 
feet liiiilt ami eiiuipped at a cost of 
only I4U0 opened for business. Be- 
fore the end of the year this modest 
factory returned to its patrons al- 
most n,500, a net gain of more than 
$1,200, liecaiise llie total income for 
the sale of butter in llie coniiiiiinity 
jiri'vious to tlie eslalilisliiiieiil of llii' 
cheese factory averaged less than 
$.100. About six weeks after it was 
established another factory, built and 
equipped at a cost of $375, was start- 
ed in a nelulilioring coniniimity ami 
was condncted with ei|iially nood re- 
sults. 

The first factories were established 
with difflculty, because of lack of In- 
terest among the farmers, but after 
the profits began to roll tn it was im- 
possible to meet the demand for as- 
sistance and no solicitation was need- 
eil lo induce llie peoiile to pill up new 
factories. The lirst yi ar lln' factories 
were opened, about J:l,iiuii worlli of 
cheese was made and sidd, in 1!I16 
twenty-six factories were established 
In North Carolina, Virginia, Tennes- 
see and West Virginia, nurlng thai 

year $?,(I,(miii worlli of clieese was 
made In .Vorlli Carolina abjiie, and llie 
tbirly-fonr faeloiies llieii in o|ieiaiioii 
In the States niealioncil produced 
cheese which sold for more than 
$126,000. The cost of operation, says 
the publleallon, added to what the 
farmers would probably have receiv- 
ed from the milk If there had been no 
elieese I'acliirieK. wouM aliionnt lo 
about onu-fourtb of the uross receipts. 
Therefore, three-foiirilis of this 
amount, or a little more than $90,000 
waa newly created wealth. 

The effect of the Increased income 
from the monntains farms' has 
brought about a higher standard of 
living. Farmhouses have been re- 
modeled; roads improved; IicIIim- farm 
e<inlpnient Introduced, and more in- 
terest has been taken in educational 
work of all kinds. Though sr/ie high- 
grade eows have been purchased and 
bronght into the section, the greatest 
progress in dairy improvement is 
shown by (be belter care and more 
skillful feeding of the cows already at 
liand. The Introduction <if cheese fac- 
tories, the publication says, is only the 
first step forward, but they furnish 
the financial support for the move- 
ment which Is stowly, but certainly, 
bringing prosperity to theee southern 
mountain districts.

(a) rtircbase e.nKS only on a e.-m- 
dled basis and make no iiaynu nl oilli- 
er in cash or merchandise, for those 
that are unlit for food. 

(b) A statement shall be given each 
customer from vliom eggs are pur- 
chased showing the number of Kond, 
dania^od and bad eggs in earh lot. 

(c) A copy of each statement shall 
be kept for the dnrntion of each cand- 
ling season nnd be subject to examin- 
ation by the U. S. Government, State, 
County and Municipal Food Inspector. 

(d) All lota of eggs greater than 30 
dozen, shall be pnckod In good strong 
standard oi;u; cases ami lillcrs, made 
in accordance widi railroad specifica- 
tions, carefully prolccied lo prevcnl 
breakage. Cracked eggs shall be 
packed In separata cases from those 
with sound shells. 

(e) Bach case of eggs shall contain 
on the top layer a signed candling ccr- 
tiflcate printed according to the copy 
sent herewith. 

(f) Eggs shall he kept iluiini; liot 
weatlier in as cool a iilaci> as possible 
away from dust and flics, and market- 
ed frequently. 

(g) 'No licensee may buy upon an- 
othtr llcansae's candling certlfleste 
nnlesa tha eggs be In ear lots or more. 

After this year this candling season 
shall extend from Majr 10th to Jan- 
uary l.Mh.

Maysvllle's young men who hav« 
become of military age since June D. 
1917, will go to pie Postoillcc nulldlng 
today to register In compliance with 
the selective service regulations and 
liie proclaninlion of the President. 

'I'oilays registration, while not be 
on as elaborate scale as that of a 
year ago wlien ail youn^ iiu'ii lietween 
tbe ages of L'l and 110, bolli Inclusive 
went to the polls to be registered for 
military service. 

It Is slgnitlcant that while only a 
year lias elapsed nearly all yoinig 
men who are sini;le tuicl without de- 
pendents wlio re^;istered at tiial Ijiue 
iiavc gone to war or will have gone 
ere another month passes.

Those wlio fail to comply with the 
law will be subject to one year s im- 
prisonment, nnd those who nre sick 
must send a representative to the 
registrars and notify them of the fact. 
Tliey will send a reglsti^ir to hlin. 

It is estimnted that tbe rei;islr«tlon 
today will be ahout lo per cent, of 
the number reslslcred last June, 
which would be about 140. 

The authorities raguest anyone 
knowing of a young man who Is pur- 
posely attempting to evade the law 
to notify them. The young man will 
he compelled to register at om e and 
this save himself from furllier pniii-^h- 
ment. However, if he does not r^^is- 
ter today, he will not only be coin- 
pellcd to register but will also bo sent 
to the nearest army barracks where 
he will be disciplined.
